Jackson Brothers Plan 
is finally signed 


The Jackson Brothers have had a 
plan signed which gives them the 
right to erect two homes, in their 
new development off Shawsheen Ave 

which they were denied using, a 
few weeks ago, by the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals. 

Both lots had in excess of 80,000 
square feet, in a 60,000 foot zone, 
and during the discussions with the 
Wilmington Planning Board, leading 
to the acceptance of their plan, the 
brothers agreed to give about 40,000 
feet of land from each lot to the Wil- 
mington Conservation Commission, - 
land which fronts on the Shawsheen 
River. 

‘The giving of that land made the lots 
less ‘than the legal size, and meant 
an appearance before the Board of 
Appeals, for a-permit to build. The 
Board of Appeals turned down the 
Jackson Brothers, and finally the 
Town Counsel and Atty, Philip Buz- 
zell were asked to straighten out 
the controversy. 

‘The plan, which Was signed by the 
Planning Board Tuesday evening, re- 
tains the land that was to be given 
to the town in the name of the Jack- 
son Brothers, but gives the Wilming- 
ton’ Conservation an easement over 
the property which formerly was to 
be deeded to the town. 


Long Meeting 

Tuesday night's meeting, which was 
the first that the Planning Board held 
in the former Rogers School, lasted 
until nearly 1 am in spite of the de- 
termination of some members that 
it should end earlier. Nearly one and 
one quarter hours was spent discus- 


sing a plan off Industrial Way, before

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the Board finally accepted it. There 
had been four objections to iron out. 

Almost as long a period of time was 
spent with a man who owned some 
land off Federal Street, before he fi- 
nally withdrew his plan 

Mrs. McKie, during the talks on the 
plans, kept interrupting to talk on the 
condition of the building. She was high- 
ly indignant about having to meet in 
a place that was in the condtion that 
the old school has at this time. 


Other Business 

A letter from Professor Eliot, 
consultant to the Planning Board, 
reported that he was not in favor of 
using the site chosen by the School 
Committee and Permanent Building 
Committee, for a new high school 

He was against the site, which is 
located westerly from the B&M RR 
because of the costs of developing 
roads and bridges which would have 
to be built if a High School’ were to 
be built at that place. 

The proposed roads and bridges, 
his letter said, are a part of the ‘701 
Plan’ which has not yet been released 
to the public, but the building of a 
school there, at this time, meant that 
the new roads and bridges would have 
to be built immediately, and thus be 
a considerable development cost to 
the town. 

A letter was received from the Town 
Manager, concerning a firm which 
has made a bid to survey and study 
traffic conditions along Lowell St. 
and for the new Route 129 cut-off 
(now being surveyed by County En- 
gineers, Ed.). 

The cost would be $4400, the Town 
Manager said. The Planning Board 
reminded themselves that only $2500 
was allocted for the task, which is 
being done at the insistance of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


After a public hearing which no one 
attended, the Planning Board adopted 
an amendment to their Sub-Division 
Control by-laws, requiring pedestals 


and fixtures of a certain standard, 
for lights and fire-alarm boxes on 
new roads which will be serviced by 
underground wires.

NICHOLS ST RESIDENTS 
WILL TALK WITH THE 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Nineteen residents of Nichols Street 
meeting at the home of Nicholas De 
Felice Jr. Tuesday evening. decided 
to visit the Wilmington Selectmen at

Then he 
called Selectman James Banda. who 
seemed to advise against having such 
a meeting. Morris says 

Morris then called Mr. Cain, and 
informed him that thete would be no 
meeting. and instead the group that 
were planning to go to the Town Hall 
went to the home of Mr. DeFelice. 

After the residents, nineteen in num: 
ber. had heard the presentation of Mr 
Cain and the County Engineer they 
had an informal poll. and eighteen 
were in favor of going to see the Sel 
ectmen. to see if the sidewalk could 
be put in.

Of course the Sunday afternoon ra- 
ces at Lake Quannapowitt, in Wake- 
field, 70 years ago, didn’t have much 
to do with the old Blacksmith Shop of 
Asa Sheldon - except that Herb Bar- 
rows did have his horses shod at that 
shop, and Herb used to be a Sulky 
Driver at these races. That does 
make a connection. 


The Quannapowitt Races were con- 
ducted honestly, as honestly as a de- 
voted group of judges and stewards 
could make it, but that didn’t mean too 
much to the men who drove those 
sulkies. They were out to win prizes, 
money, and if they could get away 
with some trick, and the judges or 
stewards didn't catch on - so much 
the better. 

Thus it developed, one surnmer, that 
tobacco spitting became a part of the 
racing ritual - spitting into the eyes 


of the opposing drivers and thus hop- 
ing to blind them. 

This lead to some curious racing 
Generally a sulky driver is happiest 
when he is next to the rail, and ahead. 


In the tobacco spitting contests the 
best position was slightly ahead of the 
opponnent, on the windward side, and 
this was the position for which the 


drivers were always jockeying. in 
that particular summer. Eventually 
the judges became suspicious, and 


tobacco spitting was eliminated as a 
part of the racing ritual at Quanna- 
powitt 

The writer has heard Herb tell the 
yarn several times - and he didn’t 
seem to vary in his story. So it does 
seem to have been more than a fan- 
ciful yarn 

One Sunday the principal contestants 
were Herb and a young fellow from 
Medford. Both had a mouthfulof tobac- 


Herb finally got exactly in the right 
position - a little ahead of his oppon- 
ent. and to windward, and he let his 


opponent have the benefits of that to- . 


bacco juice, so carefully prepared. 
It was, Herb used to relate gleefully, 
‘right between the eyes’. Needless to 
say, Herb won that race.

the barrel. It was quite a feat. in fact 
it sounds impossible. 


According to the tales which have 
come down, none of Herb’s employ- 
ees ever accomplished it - and Herb 
would show them how - every morn- 
ing before the day’s work started. 

When Asa Sheldon moved the black- 
smith Shop to Wilmington, back in 
1835, there was no such road as 
Lowell Street. 

There was what is today called Wo- 
burn Street, but was then called the 
‘Boston-Andover Road’. Lowell Street 
was constructed about 1851, one of 
the first streets in Wilmington to have 
long straight sections of roadway. 

Most of the farmhouses were from 
half a mile to a mile from the next 
one. and one of the near neighbors 
was High Murray, who had come down 
from New Hampshire in the 1840s. 
Possibly Hugh was attracted by the 
money to be made working on the 
railroads, which were being construc- 
ted all over the place. Hugh was a 

Hugh was a huge man, and report- 
edly he was one-quarter Indian. He 
lived in a home which stood near 
where Raffi & Swanson is today. and 
which was torn down about 15 years 
ago.

the two girls acquired the blacksmith 
shop. - and it was theirs for many 
years. The blacksmiths who worked 
in the shop were tenants of the two 
sisters, who worked with their father 
in the James Murray store - the store 
that John Lucci bought about 15 years 
ago. to start business in Wilmington. 

John S. Perry had a business of build- 
ing wagons, in that old blacksmith 
shop. He bought the wheels, mostly, 
but sometimes he made them, using 
a wheelstone, which stood for many 
years in front of the shop. 

A wheelstone had a depression in the 
center, for the hub of the wheel. The 
spokes would be laid out, around the 
hub. and everything would be fitted 
together and bound, and then the tire 
would be put on. 
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to loosen. 
In modern jargon, the farmer's ans- 


wer to that was “preventative main- 
tainance™ 

Preventative maintainance for wa- 
gon wheels was to drive the wagons 
through water when ever possible, - 
into streams or shallow portions of 
lakes. The water would cause the wood 
to swell. and the spokes would again 
be tightly in place. 

Farmers were always driving their 
wagons into the streams of Wilming- 
ton, just to “tighten up the spokes
